MICHAELMAS LAW 
SITTINGS. 


OPENING OF NEW TERM. 


The Michaelmas Law sittings were opened 
in the Four Courts, Dublin, esterday, on the 
conclusion of the usual meeting of the judges 
and benchers in the Benchers’ Chambers, when 
the judges went to their respective courts and 
dis sat of their lists for the day, 

he Chief Justice, Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
and Mr. Justice Murnaghan sat in the 
Supreme Court to hear applications regarding 
the listing of appeals. . 

Mr. Jellett, .C., asked when the Court 
‘would be able to begin the hearing of the 
appeal in the case of the Erasmus Smith 
Schools. 

The Chief Justice said that, so far as they 
could see, it would not be heard before the 
second week in November. The date probably 
would be the 14th November, and he under- 
stood that the appeal would take about a 
month. He was much obliged to the Bar for 
their assistance during the last sittings, when 
he had to sit on Saturdays in order to get 
through the list. He did not want unneces- 
sarily to impose a Friday sitting of the 
Supreme Court on the Bar, and if it could be 
arranged, he would not sit on Saturdays dur- 
ing the present term, unless he was absolutely 
coerced to do so by business falling into 
arrears through the undue prolonging of 
cases.

ST. PAUL'S. 


RELICS OF GREAT 
ARCHITECT. 


SIR C. WREN’S 
TERCENTENARY. 


In the Trophy Room of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
an exhibition has been arran to celebrate 
the tercentenary of the birth of Sir Christopher 
Wren on October 20, 1632. The exhibition 
includes personal relics of the life and work 
of the great architect. 

The central feature of the exhibition will 
be the great model of Wren’s favourite 
design for St. Paul’s, which belongs to the 
Cathedral. It is. planned in the form of a 
Greek cross, and the design was rejected by 
the committee, whose prejudices were in 
favour of the Gothic plan of long nave with 
aisles. Other models which will be shown are 
those for the Chapel of Pembroke College, 
Oxford, Wren’s first work in architecture; 
St. Dunstan’s-in-the-East, and Wren’s pro- 
posed treatment of the central crossing and 
spire of Westminster Abbey. 

From the Royal Society, of which Wren 
was the first President, is coming his portrait 
by Kneller. There will be several. other 
portraits of Wren, including the Deanery 
tg and of members of his family, His 
ust by Rysbraek, from Queen’s llege, 
Oxford, will be there, and another relic will 
be the death mask from All Souls’ College— 
the library of which contains a valuable col- 
lection of Wren’s drawings. A co y of the 
bust in the Ashmolean Museum is ies lent 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

ere will also be the small bust in boxwood 
by Grinling Gibbons. 


PERSONAL RELICS. 

' Among personal relics of Wren are the blue 
brocade waistcoat, which belongs to the 
cathedral; another waistcoat worn by him 
when he was a boy of ten; the “ maul,’ or 
mallet, with which the foundatio.-stone of St. 
Paul's was laid; Wren’s surveyor’s rod, and 
his compasses, or dividers. 

The exhibition will include interesting 
books, manuscripts and drawings. The Royal 
Institute of British Architects is lending the 
*“‘heirloom”’ copy of Parentalia; from All Souls’ 
College is coming Wren’s own drawing for the 
lay-out of the City of London after the fire, 
and the Victoria and Albert Museum is lend- 
ing the beautiful drawing, in “ isometric” 
penne of St. Paul’s as a whole, by Mr. 

rook Greaves. 


BAPTISM REGISTER. 

The registrar of Wren’s, baptism will be 
included, and also the reg'ster of his first 
marriage. Messrs. Trollope are lending two 
doors, carved by Grinling Gibbons, from the 
demolished Church of St. Dionis Backchurch, 
an octagonal building designed by Wren, 
which formerly stood at the back of the 
Royal Exchange. 

The exhibition will be open to the public 
on Tuesday, October 11, the charge for ad- 
mission being 1s. from Monday. to Friday, 
and 6d. on Saturday. During the course of 
the exhibition the public will be allowed to 
see—but not to ascend—the famous 
geometrical staircase in the clock tower, and 
also to obtain a general view of the 
Cathedral from the western gallery.

Irish ‘Cricket.

_men of England since the days of the late 
‘Lucius Gwynn; but many of our players 
are up to the best English county 
standard. Mr. Bouchier, of Phenix, for 
example, is believed by the experts to be 
one of the best slow bowlers in the British 
‘Isles, and his display against M.C.C. this 
summer certainly suggests that he is In 
the first flicht. The main handica under 
which Irish cricketers suffer is the fact 
' that they so rarely have the opportunity 
to measure themselves against first-class 
English sides. The M.C.C. seldom sends 
a strong team to play acainst Ireland, 
apparently regarding its Irish fixtures as 
being in the nature of a “joy-ride.” If 
it would put up a really strong team, it 
might be surprised by the show that the 
Irishmen would make. Certainly we 
deserve better than an “A ” team. 


Rosslare Strand. 


A friend: who has spent a jolly holiday at 
Rosslare. Strand, the pretty seaside resort 
on the south-east coast of Wexford, tells 
me that this place has become extremely 
popular during recent years. In pre- 
war years it was almost unknown. Nowa- 
days, there are several hotels and many 
up-to-date boarding houses. The majority 
of the visitors belong to the professional 
and leisured classes, doctors and clergy- 
men being in the majority. The resort 
affords many opportunities for people who 
require a thoroughly enjoyable holiday at 
the seaside free from the characteristic 
atmosphere of the conventional seaside 
resort. Rosslare Strand is exclusive; it 
does not approve of merry-go-rounds, 
water chutes and other artificial seaside 
attractions. It has a glorious beach, 
picturesque sand dunes which are ideal-for 
sun-bathing, tennis courts, and an 
eighteen-hole golf links with plenty of 
room for “ rabbits ” and “ tigers.” 


Smuggling Sweets.

The news that the film rights of Mr. 
James sa tais book, Ulysses, have been 
acquired by an American film. syndicate 
has caused what seems to me to be a quite 
unnecessary flutter. The film version of 
the story, when it comes to be shown, will 
not, I imagine, be very sensational. It 
should, however, be of great interest to 
Irish people; for if the book is not the 
whole history of life in a day, as some 
critics have stated, it is certainly as great 
a portion of the history of a day of Dublin 
life as could possibly be packed im to a 
record of twenty-four hours. An eminent 
critic told me on one occasion that the 
book would probably not have been banned 
in this country if Mr. Joyce had made 
some alterations to the soliloquy of 
Marion Tweedy Bloom, and to what has 
now become generally known as the 
‘‘Walpurgisnacht scene,” and it is likely 
that the film censor will insist on similar 
modifications. It is said that the film will 
be made in Dublin and the scenes taken, 
if possible, in the actual. places mentioned 
in the book. If this is not so, it will be 
interesting to see what manner of Dublin 
they will make in Hollywood. What 
would be even more interesting, I think. 
would be to see what Hollywood could 
make out of some of Mr, Joyce's later 
writings. 


Keeper of Running. Horses. 


A class of advanced art students was 
asked recently in a competition to assume 
that the totalisator had been invented over 
one hundred years ago, and to make 
drawings of the.Jockey Club of that time 
debating on the machine’s application to 
horse-racing. Some days ago Fad a few 
of the drawings, and I noticed that most 
of the students were under the impression 
that the Jockey Club is composed of 
jockeys, who wear riding kit and carry 
saddles over their arms at their meetings. 
Some of them, however, made splendid 
drawings of the type of wealthy racehorse 
owners who founded the Jockey Club in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century, 
and on one drawing I noticed what seemed 
to be—perhaps quite accidentally—minute 
detail. 

Above the fireplace on this drawing 
there was a portrait of a man whom f 
took to be Tregonwell Frampton, whose 
picture hangs in the present Jockey Club 
rooms. Frampton was the “ Keepér of 
the Running Horses,"’ the official who had 
sole jurisdiction over the racing disputes 
and matters during the reign of William 
and Mary, and because of his despotism, 
a number of influential racehorse owners 
joined together and formed the Jockey 
Club. The first meetings were held in a 
Newmarket coffee house. which stood on 
the site now occupied by the Jockey Club 


The Jockey Club. 


Very little is known about the actual 
conditions under which the Jockey Club 
was formed. At the time of its formation 
the number of racehorses in Great Britain 
was 1,166, and now it is estimated at 
something over 5,000 An old and 
anonymous “Essay on Newmarket ’’ states 
that seventy race meetings were held in 
1752, fifteen of which were held in Ireland.

A card 
bearing the following instructions once 
hung in the card-room: ‘‘In the event of 
there being no members in the card-room 
at 2 a.m., it shall be closed. Any 
member playing cards at or after 4 a.m. 
shall be liable to a charge of £1, at or 
after 5 a.m. £2, at or after 6 a.m. £3, 
which sums shall be carried to the funds 
of the Club. These fines are not accumula- 
tive. At 7 a.m. the Club will be closed, 
after which hour, under no circumstances, 
can any member be permitted to play 
cards.”’

-52, which was d by Miss Griffith, 
hon. secretary, stated that entries for the 
Wy den og eis Ceoil reached a total of 
1,045, only showing a small decrease on~the 
vious year’s “record.” The decrease was 
ue to a falling in the entries for the plain- 
song and national music competitions. The 
Cummittee tted that one entrant only 
had appeared in each case for the new com- 
petitions for advanced instrumentalists for the 
cups presented by Mr. Arthur Catterall— 
namely, Mrs. O'Reilly. 

The choral entries were, with the exception 
of the competition for the Florence Culwick 
Cup, almost entirely furnished by Belfast, 
and there was again no Dublin entry for the 
chief choral class. The renewal of the 
special prize of a year’s free tuition awarded 
to Frederick M. May had been fully justified 
by his winning the Foli Scholarship for com- 
position at the Royal College of Music. 

The balance sheet would show a serious 
deficit of £156, due to a large falling off in 
the attendance after the first day of the 
festival in May last. 

On the motion of Mr. J. R. Coade, 
seconded by Mr. Sealy Jeffares, the report 
was adopted. 


EFFECTS OF DEFICIT. 

On the motion of Mr. E, Lupton, K.C., 
seconded by Mrs. A. McStewart, the hon. 
officers were re-elected, namely — Hon. 
treasurers, Captain H. M. Fitzgibbon and 
Mr. J. E. Geoghegan; hon. secretary, Miss 
Alice B. Griffith; and hon. solicitor, Captain 
T. M. Gerrard. Mr. George V. Mortier and 
Mr. Evan P. Griffith were appointed 
scrutineers. 

Mr. J. Robertson Coade submitted the 
financial statement, which showed a loss on 
the last Feis of £156 6s, 2d. 

Mr. J. E. Geoghegan said that it was im- 
portant to increase their membership, and 
that an appeal should be made to the public 
to become members of the Feis. 

Mr. E, Lupton, K.C., said that it was 
necessary that they should not leave the 
public under the impression ‘that everything 
was quite satisfactory with the Feis Ceoil, 


the balance sheet of £156, which was the 
greatest deficit for many years. That deficit 
was largely due to the Feis contributing to 
the travelling expenses of choirs. If the 
deficit were not wiped out by next year, 
the Feis would have te cease giving 
these grants to choirs.

While membership of the Feis was im- 
portant, it only furnished the nucleus of the 
real support, both moral and material, that 
must come from the public. Therefore the 
Association asked the public to support the 
Feis Ceoil competitions by attending them, 
and, while getting from them personal 
pleasure, give preference to an undertaking 
which had many cultural advantages, 

Mr. Henry Maguire proposed a vote of 
thanks to Alderman Myles Keogh for pre- 
Siding. 

Alderman Keogh said that the report re- 
vealed, having regard to the times, a satis- 
factory state of affairs: They might hope 
that the public, realising the work done by 
the Feis Ceoil and its honorary officers, would 
wipe out the deficit next year and that the 
choir competitions would increase. He him- 
self had become a member of the Feis Ceoil 
Association. (Applause.)

' LILAC TIME.': 


SPLENDID RECEPTION AT 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


It was eminently gratifying to find notices 
outside the entrances to the Gaiety Theatre 
last night proclaiming that the house was 
full. ‘That was the best tribute that Dublin 
music-lovers could pay to their appreciation 
of Schubert’s wonderful music which has been 
so entrancingly woven round the story of 
‘Lilac Time ’’—-that delightful musical play 
which comes back year after year as fragrant 
and fresh as the flowers of its name. 

Even though the sta:e version is not actual 
biography, it is close enough to Schubert's 
life, and it is so human in its appeal that 
it must long continue to attract. music-lovers, 
There were in the audience many who had 
seen the play numbers of times, and were 
famihar with its every detail, but that 
very familiarity only added to their, enjoy- 
ment last night, and they bent forward 
eagerly drinking in every note of those golden 
melodies which have been so delicately woven 
into the piece. 

Schubert’s songs never grow wearisome. 
What a gay frolic was that early quartet, 
“We're Four Jolly Brothers,” sung with 
such infectious spirit by the artist friends of 
Schubert—it immediately swept the audience 
into the best spirits, and prepared it for 
that loveliest of all songs, “ Hark, Hark the 
Lark,’’ which marks the entrance of Schubert. 
Then there was the lovely quintette, “‘ Under- 
neath the Lilac Bough,' in which there was 
some very artistic unaccompanied singing. 

So one could go through the piece singing 
the praises of every single one of the 
melodies. — ‘Ihe Serenade, Slumberland, the 
Fl-wer Duet, and the passionate Impatience— 
they were all beautifully sung and thoroughly 
enjoyed by the audience, who were unstinted 
in their applause of a company which must 
he one of the finest which has ever been 
heard in the play. 

In the title part there was Mr. Maurice 
D’Oisley, familiar for his work in opera, and 
more still for his more recent appearances as 
adjudicator at the Feis Ceoil. hat can one 
say more about his work than that he filled 
the ré/e in every way, and his singing—well, 
it had all those qualities—freshness and 
poy of tone, wonderful control, and 
excellence of phrasing that he had im the 
past so often urged singers to acquire. He 
was excellent in every word he spoke or sang 
and in every movement.

Anything that is new is worth seeing for its 
own sake, and the fact that the accents of 
Ulster are to be heard at the Abbey Theatre 
this week, instead of those to which we are 
more accustomed, should be enough to ensure 
a good attendance. However much we regret 
the absence of our own players in America, 
we can welcome the Belfast Repertory Theatre 
Company, who are in possession of the stage 
at present. 

As for Mr. Lynn Doyle himself, his play is 
a little difficult to examine seriously, for he 
disarms criticism. “Love and Land” is 
nothing but a match-making comedy, in which 
Peter O’Hare, the Widow Dougherty, Rose 
Dorrian and Mary O'Connor are the pro- 
tagonists. It is worked out on the obvious lines, 
the humorous effects are too cheaply obtained, 
and the gallery is continually appealed to. 
Yet, when one has passed all these comments, 
it remains to say that.the play is a striking 
success, and that it should be seen by any- 
body who is in search of an enjoyable even- 
ing. . I suspect that Mr. Doylo’s sense of 
theatre sayes the situation; at any rate, I 
ean think of few other authors who could 
have put across such flimsy material with such 
success. i 

It would be heresy to say that the actors 
attain to the same standard as that. of the 
Abbey Players, and, in any case, it would 
not be true. But the play is very well pro- 
duced, and Mr. Richard Hayward is, perhaps, 
the best of an excellent cast. Not far behind 
him are Mr. J. R. Mageean, Mr. Charles 
Fagan, Miss Elma Hayward and Miss Nancy 
Cullen, who all act as if they believed in their 
parts. 

It shouid be stated that “ Love and Land” 
will only be presented to-night and to-morrow, 
For the rest of the week a new play, 
“Workers,” by Thomas Carnduff, will be 
produced at the theatre.

DUBLIN WOMAN DOCTOR'S 
WAR SERVICE. 


Dr. Florence Stoney, 0.B.E,, who died last 
Friday, in her sixty-third year, had a dis- 
tinguished and—for a wothan—a rather un- 
usual career. Born and educated in Dublin, 
she received her medical training at London 
University, Trinity College, Dublin, being at 
that time closed to women. 

Dr. Stoney was one of the first women 
doctors to make use of the X-ray treatment, 
which she introduced at the Royal Free Hos- 

ital and Garrett Anderson Hospital in 
pag shortly after obtaining her M.D, In 
those davs “X-ray treatment was in a very 
elementary state, and few facilities were 
given for the work. No photographer was 
provided, and the plates had to be exposed 
and developed by Dr. Stoney herself. 

On the outbreak of the Great War she 
organised a surgical hospital unit. entirely 
staffed by women, and transferred her activ)- 
ties to Antwerp. The official British Army 
hospitals had not vet been established, and 
Miss Stoney and her staff had to do the best 
they could with a converted music hall, They 
had been in Antwerp for only a month when 
the bombardment of the town began, After 
being for eighteen hours under shell fire, the 
staff managed to get the patients out of the 
building, and set cut themselves on foot, 
hoping to escape into Holland. They were 
picked up by three British motor ‘buses, 
which brought them to safety, though they 
crossed the Scheldt only twenty minutes 
before the bridge was blown up. For their 
services at this period Miss Stoney and her 
corps were awarded the Mons Medal. 

In, November, 1914, the corps was in- 
stalled in a chateau near Cherbourg, at the 
request of the French Croix Rouge. The 
hospital was filled continually with very 
badly wounded men; for at that time the 
French casualties were coming by ship from 
Dunkirk to Cherbourg, and only the worst 
cases were detained there, the rest being 
sent southwards, By March, 1915, however, 
this stream of wounc had been diverted, 
and Dr. Stoney went back to England. 

There she was accepted as radiologist: for 
the Fulham Military Hospital, During the 
remaining period of the War over 15,000 cases 
poo throngh her hands, many other 

ospitals sending’ cases to the ° Ful- 

ham institution for X-ray localisation of 
bullets. Dr. Storey had then thirteen 
ears behind he: as an X-ray specialist, and 
er training in anatomy and in general prac- 
tice made he diagnosis of much assistance 
to the surgeons. On her demobilisation in 
1919 the O.B.E. was conferred on her in re- 
cognition of her work. —.

COMMITTEE.

HE Housing Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation had a busy session yester- 
day, the main, business being the 
making of arrangements for the allocation 
of houses among the many applicants. 
Councillor Thomas Kelly presided, Others 
Age were:—Alderman Hubbard Clark, 
rs.

SITES FOR 400 HOUSES. 

The Committee approved of the action 
taken to proceed with development work on 
sites at Friend’s “ield (Ballybough road), 
Kimmage, and Bath. avenue, Sandymount. 
These sites would, it was stated, afford space 
for about 400 houses similar to types already 
in course of erection. by the Corporation in 
other areas. The houses would be partly 
three-room and four-room dwellings. As 
soon as the development work was completed 
arrangements would be made without delay 
for building. 

The Committee had also under considera- 
tion regulations proposed to be made Fh: the 
Minister íor Local Government and Public 
Health relative to the conditions to be ful- 
filled by local authorities to gualify them for 
financial assistance, as provided in the recent 
Housing Act. The regulations indicated that 
houses so subsidised were to be let at rents 
as the Minister for Local Government might 
approve, and the general principles with re- 
gard to allocation. The Housing Department 
‘of the Dublin Corporation would seek to 
apply the general principles of the Act by 
their own experience in such a way as to 
ensure that the most deserving applicants 
were provided for, 


IN THE CABRA AREA. 

Inquiries had been made by the Housing 
Department as to the method to be adopted 
in allocating houses at present in course 
of erection at Beggshoro, in the Cabra 
area,, where 673 dwellings of three and 
four rooms each were to be built. 
In order to obtain adequate information con- 
cerning the claims of applicants it was in- 
tended to advertise such of the houses as 
remained after transfers of existing tenants, 
who occupied dwellings at lower rents in other 
Corporation areas, have taken place. 

This arrangement would leave the cheaper 
dwellings available for cellar-dwellers and also 
for the occupants of dangerous buildings. who 
were in a position to pay the higher rents. 

In connection with the selection of 
applicants for new dwellings an advisory com- 
mittee, on the suggestion of the City Manager, 
had been set up which would in fature be 
associated with ‘the officials of the Corpora- 
tion Housing Department in submitting re- 
commendations of persons to fill vacant 
houses. 


BARRACKS TO BE CONVERTED. 

It was reported to the committee that 
portion of Beggar’s Bush Barracks had been 
taken over for the purpose of converting it 


‘into suitable flats for the working-classes, The 


work of converting this building was in hand. 
It was expected that dwellings would be ready 
for occupation in the course of a few months. 

The committee decided to ask the Minister 
for Defence to receive a deputation relative to 
the utilisation of Collins Baracks, Parkgate 
street, for housing purposes. 

The committee requested that the large area 
known as the Glorney’s Buildings area, which 
comprises Gloucester street, North Cumber- 
land street, Railway street, Buckingham 
street, and portion of Gardner street should 
be surveyed with a view to the preparation of 
plans for a re-housing scheme.

THE ACADEMY OF LETTERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Srr,—Would you be kind enough to find 

space in your journal for me to say that I 
cannot permit or a myself to accept 
the offer of membership in the new Irish 
Academy of Letters? Unhke Mr. Corkery, 
I. have not a hundred reasons for refusing, 
but I have a few. 

There is uo vse of saying anything about 
the official censorship; for, though the 
cireular issued by the founders of the 
Academy implies antagonism, Mr. Yeats has 
said that he “ did not see they could do much 
in the matter.” Mr. Robinson has said that 
“it might be perfectly right and proper to 
condemn a book or author’; and again, that 
“the attitude of the Academy to the censor- 
ship had not been defined.”” Mr. O'Sullivan 
refused to say anything. What the attitude 
towards the official censorship may be does 
not, in my opinion, matter much; for the 
censorship of dull authority embattled in 
this Irish Academy of Letters will be much 
more dangerous to the Lrish authors of the 
future than the Domine dirige nos censorship 
exercised by the State and the Church. Once 
upon a time a Cardinal condemned a play 
written by Mr. Yeats. The Cardinal is gone 
and forgotten, but the play is as great to-day 
as it was on the day the old Cardinal cursed 
it. But the members of this Academy will 
weave round themselves a power far beyond 
that which they venture to assume now. 
They will become—may be even to them- 
selves—to the young writers of the future as 
‘sages standing in God's holy fire, as in the 
gold mosaic of a wall.” The young writers 
will fall down and worship them, and call 
upon them for their names’ sake, but there 
will probably be a casting forth and a denial 
of all who will not submit to the ritual of 
academic conformity. It is not likely that 
the young writers gathered into the Academy 
will do much to hurry up the younger 
writers who follow on; for they will naturally 
aim at keeping all who come later on a 
lower plane of honour and distinction. .. . 

The statement that there is still in Ireland 
‘“a deep respect for intellectual and poetical 
quality ” is a little above the truth. This 
is simply tickling Kathleen Ni Houlihan 
under the chin; but I imagine this state- 
ment is rather an attempt en the part of 
the Acadeniicians to fortify themselves with 
a literary cocktail than an attempt to flatter 
Ireland. I should say that Brian Boru 
O'Higeins is considered by the Irish people, 
at home and abroad, to be a greater poet 
than W. B. Yeats. 

When we remember what has been done 
and left undone by Academicians. who have 
been on the board of the Abbey Theatre ; 
when we remember what has been done by 
an Academician in awarding a prize at an 
assembly of the Tailteann Games. . . . when 
we remember the action of four of the younger 
Academicians against an author who ventured 
to differ from them—then we can have but 
little confidence in this Coalition Government 
of Irish Literature. ‘'-We can at least,” says 
Mr. Yeats, “ tell our own people what writers 
are valued most by their fellow-craftsmen. " 
Yes, that is just it. They will tell us what 
they value most; but will what they value 
most be the most valuable of the contribu- 
tions to Irish literature; or will what they 
choose be valued most because it has in it 
an echo of their own ideas and their own 
craftsmanship? 

HH Ireland gives birth to an original and 
creative artist, how much will he care for the 
“craft of his fellow-craftsmen, who will not

at the idea of ever being compelied to seek 
“outdoor relief,"’ but were now driven to seek 
that relief through sheer necessity. 

In large communities there must always be 
some who, through their own fault, were in 
a condition of poverty, and the Guardians 
must necessarily exercise 2 wise discrimina- 
tion. But they were the “* Guardians of the 


Belfast to-day were poor through no tault of 
their own. 
THE CHURCHES’ PAST. 

The Churches had always been conspicuous 
in the past for their charity to the destitute, 
but the present situation was altogetber 
beyond their power to grapple witi—they 
could only touch the verge of the problem. 
He would earnestly urge the Guardians 
to increase the grants of those at pre- 
sent living on the verge of starvation. -— He 
felt confident that it was the desire of the 
great majority of the citizens of Belfast that 
the relief grven should be vot less than that 
given in English cities. He urged that there 
should be a demand for this by all who pro- 
fessed and called themselves Christians, be- 
cause it was only just and right.

¢¢ TF this kind of thing goes on the Board 
will have to ask for a sworn inquiry, 
because the position is becoming in- 
tolerable,’ said Mr. T. F. McGahon (Chair- 
man) at a meeting of the Louth Board of 
Health, which was held in Dundalk to-day. 

A report from Mr, Fagan, analyst, dated 
September 3rd, reported that a sample of 
water received for analysis from Dundalk, 
District. Hospital was a very good water, 
apart from some slight sediment, which was 
composed of minerals. In a sibsequent 
report on a sample sent from the hospital 
by Dr. J. P. Lavery, the analyst stated that 
this water was polluted, adding that water 
collected on the roofs should not be allowed 
into any water used for supplying drinking 
supplies unless it was properly treated by 
filtration. 

The Chairman said that it was well known 
by everybody connected with the institution 
that this second water was not used for 
drinking purposes. The water passed into 
cisterns, from which it passed into the sani- 
tary conveniences, and should not be used 
for drinking. It was intolerable if a sugges- 
tion was made that this water was used for 
drinking purposes. 

Mrs. Campbell said that everyone knew 
that the water which was collected on the 
roofs was not used for the drinking supply. 

The Chairman said that he had no objec- 
tion to Dr, Lavery. sending. any sample of 
water he wished for analysis, but he did 
object to it’ being described as the water 
which was provided by the Board for drink- 
ing purposes in the hospital. 

Dr. Lavery was asked for a report on the 
matter.

Scheme. 


Longford s Needs.

ONGFORD Board of Health passed a 
i resolution agreeing to undertake the 
building of a new county hospital at a 

cost of £60,000 on the understanding that a 
grant from the Sweep Fund amounting to 
nine-tenths of the cost would be available. 
It also is proposed to remodel and impr.ve 
the present County Home buildings (used for 
the aged and infirm and chronic invalids), 
and to transfer the Fever Hospital to the 
present County Hospital buildings on the 
other side of the town, certain improvements 
also to be effected in the County Hospital 
building. For these improvements a grant of 
three-fourths of the cost has been asked from 
the Free State Local Government Department. 

Reports complaining of the present buiid- 
ings were before the Board from the Medical 
Inspector and General Inspector, and the De- 
partment promised a grant of three-fourths 
of the cost of providing proper hospital 
accommodation. 

Dr. Lysaght, Medical Inspector, in his 
report, stated that accommodation for sixty- 
five beds was required in the County Hospital, 
and the present accommodation was for forty- 
two. The hospital as it stood at present was 
alt unsuitable, and did not come up 
to the standard required. Portion of it would 
have to be entirely remodelled, and there was 


which was undesirable. 


NEED OF NEW BUILDING. 


His opinion was that a new hospital was 
essential, as no improvements would make 
the present place satisfactory. The present 
eounty hospital could he converted into a 
fever hospital, as the present fever hospital— 
a detached building at the back of the old 
workhouse buildings—was absolutely unsuit- 
able owing to its site, and the absence of 
proper sanitary arrangements and a water 
supply. The county home, where chronic 
cases were accommodated, as well as the aged 
and infirm, was without proper sanitary ar- 
rangements, water supply or electric light, al- 
though the town water supply and light 
passed the gate. 

Mr. Power, who already had a notice of 
motion down to apply for au allocation from 
the “ sweep ” fund to build a new hospital, 
said that he entirely agreed with the report. 
The present hospital building was obsolete. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. Carter) said that 
a well-equipped hospital would be far more 
economic than the present arrangement, 
whereby they had to send a number of 
patients for treatment to extern mstitutions 
in Dublin and elsewhere. They had a staff 
of doctors and nurses second to none in Ire- 
land, and, if they had a properly equipped 
hospital, all cases could be treated there.

LAIMS in regard to the disturbances

Quarter Sessions to-day. 

Eileen M'Erlean, Old Glenarm road, a girl 
under age, by her mother, Jane M'Erlean, 
claimed £200 for personal injuries at Larne 
Harbour on June 26. 

Mr. James M‘Sparran (instructed by Mr. 
J. P. M‘Cann) said that the applicant was 
struck by a stone at Larne Harbour when 
she was on the boat going to Dublin. She 
had sustained two black eyes, and had to 
stay in bed for a week, having to take three 
bottles of medicine. Except For a mark on 
ber nose, she had no permanent injury. 

Applicant, who is sixteen years of age, 
said that on June 26 she went on the steamer 
going to the Eucharistic Congress She was 
struck on the nose with a stone, which left 
a mark, and she had to have her right eye 
poared as a lump came on it. Her nose 
led the whole way to Dublin, and it bled 
again a week afterwards. She was about a 
week in bed, and suffered much discomfort 
in the way of headaches. When she stooped 
she felt dizzy. She helped her mother at 
home. 

Judge Thompson said that the applicant 
suffered an unpleasant injury, and he assessed 
damages at £15, He fixed Larne urban dis- 
trict as the area of charge, as he believed 
that, though the occurrence happened in the 
rural district, the assailants came from the 
urban district. 

Maisie Emmett, Dunlewey street, Belfast, 
claimed £300 for injuries sustained on June 
26, when a stone struck her on the head as 
she travelled in the train past Lisburn and 
cut her scalp. She was treated at the Mater 
Hospital, where one stitch was put in, and 
attended there as an out patient up to 
September 6. Clothes value for £4 ils. 4d, 
were destroyed by blood: She had not been 
able to work since, 

The Judge held that there was unlawful

Britain Leads the Way. 

Further proof of the remarkable 
strength of the British Money Market 
is furnished to-day. The Bank of 
Kngland announces the issue of 
£150,000,000 two per Cent. Treasury 
Bonds at par. These bonds will mature in 
1938, but after April 15th, 1935, the 
Treasury can redeem them, in whole or in 
part, after three months’ notice. The 
icsue is accompanied by a conversion offer 
to holders of 44 per Cent. Treasury Bonds, 
1932-1934, which will mature on December 
Ist, and holders of these Bonds wil! have 
preference on allotment. They will receive 
a cash payment of ten shillings per 
cent, as an additional inducement to con- 
vert their holdings, and will be entitled 
to draw four months’ interest on their 
surrendered Bonds on December 1st. The 
new issue is a short term loan, and is 
necessary to pay off £139,000,000 44 per 
Cent. Treasury Bonds, which fall due on 
December 1st, as well as £12,800,000 in 44 
per Cent. War Loan, 1925-1935. It is 
hoped that owners of the Treasury Bonds 
will convert almost all their holdings ; but 
there would be no point in the conversion 
of the 45 per Cent. War Loan. In the 
first place, it is a long-term ‘security. 
Secondly, it is held by a large number of 
investors in small amounts, and its con- 
version would be a highly intricate 
business. The Treasury takes the view, 
therefore, that holders of this stock ought 
to transfer it into some long-dated security 
rather than put it into the new loan. 
Doubtless, issue will be over- 
subscribed. | 

Although a new issue was expected in 
the City of London, some surprise has 
been caused by the amount and the terms 
of the loan. In view of the conversion of 
the 5 per Cent. War Loan on a 34 per 
cent, basis, the fact that the present issue 
carries interest at only 2 per cent., and 
is launched at par, is remarkable; but 
apparently it is only the prelude to a 
substantially larger issue in the near 
future. December ist will be an im- 
portant date in the City; for, in addition 
to Treasury Bonds and 44 per Cent. War 
Loan, the residue of the’5 per Cent. War 
Loan will mature on that date; Out of 
the enormous total of this famous loan 
only £165,000,000 remain unconverted, 
and this sum must be redeemed in cash.

yesterday, when the cage in which they 
were going on duty crashed to the bottom 
through girders and into a sump hole, full 
of water.

Nearly all the nineteen victims were 
married, with families. 


HOW FOUR BROTHERS 
ESCAPED. _ 

Michael Carroll, one of the drowned 
men, was one of five brothers-employed in 
the pit. Had it been the next cage which 
was involved his four brothers would have 
probably met their deaths. 

Juseph, one of the surviving brothers, 
and the other three were among the men 
who, while waiting at the top, saw the 
up-cuming cage emerge. 

“I generally go down with Michael,” 
Joseph Carroll said, ' and was with him 
at the brow this morning. He managed 
to gst in the cage, but on my side it was 
full.’’ 


‘* Sémebody shouted to me that there 
were only nine men on the other side, but 
My other brothers 
and I stood with about seventy other men 
on the brow waiting for the next cage. 

“ All of a sudden we saw the up-coming 
cage emerge like a flash. It was going at 
such a tremendous rate that sparks flew 
in all directions. There was a concerted 
shout of ‘ Run for it,’ and seventy of us 
‘ skelted away.’ We could see that some- 
thing had gone wrong, and it dawned on 
us that our mates were probably being 
dashed to death below.”

It is learned that the British Govern- 
ment. was assured of M. Herriot’s readi- 
ness to meet Mr. Macdonald several days 
ago, the only outstanding point being the 
exact date.

The main purpose of his visit, however, 
is to pave the way for the proposed Four- 
Power Conference to discuss the difficulties 
arising from Germany’s withdrawal from 
the Disarmament Conference, In this con- 
nection, Reuter understands, no misgivings 
need be felt by Germany and Italy on 
account of the French Premier’s having 
been invited to London alone. The Italian 
and German Governments do not need to 
be further convinced of the desirability of 
holding a Four-Power Conference, and the 
only motive which inspired the British 
Government to invite M. Herriot was its

THE KILMALLOCK AFFAIR.

When the Dail meets on Wednesday 
next week it is thought that the Govern- 
ment will be in a position to make im- 
portant announcements, particularly with 
regard to the negotiations in London.

The importance of these negotiations 
is very generally appreciated. Apart from 
the actual money involved, it is impossible 
to overlook other matters of high politics 
which it will hardly be possible to avoid.

President de Valera said in a receat 
interview that this was a matter of prin. 
ciple which does not arise. Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, speaking at Newport last Thurs- 
day, however, took a different view: He 
said : 

‘Although we meet to discuss the 
present financial differences, the 
Britis: Government's representatives 
will be bound always to keep in min‘ 
that, behind these financial questions. 
important as they are, and indeed 
bound up with them, are still wider 
issues. These are the maintenance of 
the obligations under the Treaty 
settlement of 1921, and the future re. 
lationship of the Irish Free State 
with the British Commonwealth oí 
Nations.” 


THE PROSPECTS. 


The view is widely held that a frank 
declaration with regard to the whole ques- 
tion -of political relationship between the 
two countries will be expected. Mr. de 
Valera’s statements hitherto have been 
neither explicit nor reassuring. If he is 
now able to satisfy the British Ministers 
on this subject, there is hardly any doubt 
that a thoroughly satisfactory settlement 
could be negotiated. Close observers think 
that if the negotiations do not break up 
after the first day, it may be taken that 
the prospect of a real settlement will be 
greatly enhanced.

‘At‘a’Fianna Fail meeting, Mr. S. Jordan, 
T.D., said the Government was only respon- 
sible for some of the depression since July 
when the British put on their tariff. In 
many districts the farmers had not yet paid 
their June rents, and whilst the Government 
was prepared to give reasonable concessions 
to these unable to pay the November rents, 
they would insist on payment of the June 
rents. 

There was a general tendency all over the 
country, and particularly in the towns, to 
attribute all the depression to the present 
Government and Mr, dé Valera.‘‘ In fact,” said 
Mr. Jordan, “they have named the fairs 
“de Valera’s fair.” If they compared prices 
of stock this year and last year, they 
would find that the embargo counted for only 
one-fifth of the value of the animal, which 
in the case of sheep represented about 4s., 
and they could ask Cumann na nGaedheal and 
the middleman what about the other 8s. 

The benefit: of the bounty given by the 
Government would be lost to the farmers 
unless they had sense enough not to flood the 
niarket’ with their stock. He advised farmers 
not to bring out their stock to the coming 
fairs if they could possibly manage to keep 
them until the markets improved. 

.The British Gevernment now realised that 
they, could not collect the annuities through 
the tariff embargo, and had decided to re- 
open negotiations.. .The English Press and 
some of the Irish papers had tried to show 
that President de Valera had made represen- 
tations to Thomas to re-open the negotia- 
tions, but that was not so.

POLICE AND MURDER 
THEORY. 


The Surrey police yesterday continued their 
investigations into the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Keen, of Shackleford, a village near 
Godalming. | 

Mrs. Keen, who was aged 54, was found 
dead on her scullery floor, with a blood- 
stained meat knife near by. A mile or two 
away in Cut Mill pond was found the body 
of her husband, who was also aged .54. 

The Surrey County Police last night said 
that they considered the possibility of a 
double murder, or of a murder and suicide, 
to be about equal. 

The Chief Constable (Major Geoffrey 
Nicholson) has been holding daily confer- 
ences with the detectives and other officers 
engaged with him in the case, and, as the re- 
sult of the pooling of information which had 
been gathered during the day, the police 
at last night’s conference concluded that 
there is a possibility that both Mr, and Mrs. 
Keen were murdered. 


VERSE-SPEAKING CHOIRS. 


NEW LONDON TRAINING 
CENTRE. 


The opening of the Speech Institute at 
56 Gordon square, London, W.C.1, provided a 
new centre in London for the related arts of 
choral speaking and choric drama. The direc- 
tors of the institute, Miss Marjorie Gullan 
and Miss Clarissa Graves, have been asso- 
ciated in similar work at the Regent street 
Polytechnic, and in the training of the Lon- 
dén Verse-Speaking Choir, which Miss 
Gullan founded seven years ago. The Verse- 
Speaking Choir gives recitals in London and 
the provinces, and its members must have 
undergone a preliminary speech training, 
followed by a period in the traiming section

Ther’ has been steady expansion during this 
year in the operation of the National Mark 
scheme for the grading and selling of some of 
the principal renee of British farms, 
gardens, and orchards. 

The National Mark, consisting of a 
silhouette map of England and Wales bearing 
a guarantee that the goods to which it is 
attached are of home origin, is a trade mark 
ne ae) mg on behalf of the Minister of Agri- 
culture. It is designed to enable the buyer 
to identify British produce, and it is also an 
assurance of good quality. 

During the four years that the schem®, the 
adoption of which is voluntary, has been in 
operation it has been applied to the grading 
and sale -of beef—so faí only in London, 
Birmingham, Leeds, Bradford, and Halifax— 
eggs, poultry, apples and pears, tomatoes and 
cucum , canned fruits and vegetables, and 
other products, and it is intended eventually 
to extend it to other products “of commercial 
significance, including jam, butter, cheese, 
mutten and lamb, and pig products. 


MARKETING HOME PRODUCE. 

‘One of the main objects is to improve the 
marketing of home produce. in this connec- 
tion the Import Duties Advisory Committee, 
in their recent report recommending new 
duties on horticultural produce, insisted upon 
the importance of marketing methods, includ- 
ing grading and packing. They indicated that 
the progress which was made by the home 
producers towards efficiency in this direction 
must be kept under observation in connection 
with any future review of the duties. 

Almost the whole of the gradeable English 
beef now sold in London is graded and packed 
under the National Mark. In Birmingham the 
figures show that there has been an increase 
of nearly 50 per cent. this year in the supplies 
to which the Mark is applied, and an increase 
is recorded in Leeds, Bradford and Halifax. 
The future of this part of the scheme was the 
subject of an inquiry 7 a Departmental Com- 
mittee presided over by Lord Kirkley.. In 
their report, which was issued in April, the 
Committee recommended the extension of 
grading and marking to other ateas and its 
application in some compulsory form in areas 
selected by the Minister of Agriculture. 


GREATEST PROGRESS, 


The progress of the scheme has been 
greatest in the case of eggs and canned fruit 
and vegetables. During 1951 er rep 4 
311,000,000 home-produced eggs, of whic 
240,000,000 were packed under the National 
Mark, passed through the national packing 
stations, and the figures for this year 
indicate a substantially larger application of 
the Mark. The scheme was first applied to 
canned English fruit and vegetables in 
1930, and it was then restricted to certain 
varieties. Since then successful experiments 
have been made with others, and the list 
now includes plums, black-currants, goose- 
berries, red currants (alone or with rasp- 
berries), blackberries (cultivated), cherries, 
and some varieties of apples 

The canned vegetables to which the scheme 
applies, include freshly-picked peas, beans, 
carrots, celery, new potatoes, turnips, mace- 
doine of vegetables, spinach and beetroot. 
Canned fruit has, perliaps, been mainly in- 
strumental in familiarising the public with 
the significance of the National Mark.. This 
year some 40 firms, operating 52 factories, 
are packing canned fruit and vegetables 
under the National Mark, compared with 
20 factories in 1930 and 38 in 1931, and 
several of the existing factories have been 
extended. The scheme is being applied 
this year to other products, including honey. 

Ín regard to dressed poultry, to which the 
National Mark was first applied in the 
summer of 1930, new packing stations are 
somes formed, and it is expected that larger 
supplies bearing the distinctive designation 
will soon reach the markets. 


THE MAINTENANCE OF 
PEACE. 


NEW SOCIETY’S OBJECT. 


A new international society has been 
formed in London with the object of advo- 
cating a world police force to maintain peace. 
The president is Mr. G. N, Barnes, and the 
hon. treasurer, Lord Davies. 

Lord Davies said that the New Common- 
wealth, as the society was called, advocated 
(1) an international tribunal, empowered to 
deal with all disputes threatening the peace 
ef the world which did not at present come 
within the purview of the Permanent Court 
of International Justice, and (2) an inter- 
national police force, as a guarantee of 
security against aggression.

TIGER CUBS AND BEAVER. 


RECENT ADDITIONS TO 
LONDON '' ZOO." 


The Ontario Department of Lends and 
Forests has *‘ permanently loaned ’’ two pairs 
of beaver to the London Zoological Society. 
These beavers were among the exhibits at 
the Canadian National Exhibition at. Toronto, 
which closed on September 10th. 

Dr. J. A. Campbell, Curator of the Toronto 
Parks Department, and a Corresponding 
Member of the Zoological Society of poe 
took over the animals from the Exhibition, 

Beaver are creatures that resent the 
presence of strangers in their home, and, 
at Whipsnade, there are three good ponds 
separated by water-gates, so that it will be 
possible to keep the new arrivals by them- 
selves until there seems a good chance of 
getting them to join the present small colony. 

The Dewan and President of the Couneil 
of Administration of Dhar State has sent, 
as a gift from the Minor Ruler of Dhar, a 
very fine pair of Bengal tiger cubs, which 
arrived in excellent condition, the Bombay 
Natural History Society having arrange 
their transport, These were welcome gilts, 
but the Society is now rather over-stocked 
with the larger carnivores. 

Mr. A, Miller has presented a  white- 
backed or African white-necked vulture from 
Nigeria. This species is much like the 
Bengal vulture, which used to be called the 
white backed vulture, but is rather darker in 


and prospective growers for information about 
the faster methods of producing these fruits. 
A quick method is sought because of thé pos- 
sibility of a change of policy before the crop 
is gathered. 

Of the many methods of fruit growing, 
some are hag in giving results than others, 
In the older methods largely practised in the 
Western counties the tall wi sw apple trees 
were planted in the grass fields. They made 
sturdy but steady growth, and gave little 
crops until the twelfth to fifteenth year. 
Similar trees planted in arable land produced 
crops a little quicker, but still some eight. to 
ten years seemed lost. Then the “stock” 
question was studied, and it was found that 
by using one of the paradise stocks as the 
root portion, and training the trees as bushes, 
they could be induced to ‘‘dwarf”’ and to. 
begin to yield crops in the fourth or fifth year. 

is was a great advance on the older 
methods. 

As is pointed out in Bulletin No. 49, issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, there are even 
newer systems by which apples can be pro- 
duced even in the second and third year, and 
which the Bulletin describes as ‘“ Intensive 
Systems of Apple Production.’’ . The. systems 
mentioned are ‘three. 

The first consists in growing little bushes 
on the Janne de Metz stock. The second 
n “sod is growing bushes on vigorous stocks 
in arable fields, and then when grass seed is 
sown the trees receive a ches: and are 
brought into cropping. The third method is 
that of ‘“‘cordon”’ growing. A cordon. is 
simply a tree 6 feet high, with short. side 
branches. It is pruned to this shape, and 
kept in position. by ,wires. 

y any of these systems the trees are 
brought into bearing’ in the second year, 
though full crops do not come until later. 
Furt.ermore, the fruits produced are usually 
of high quality and of the kinds needed by 
market. buyers. 

These intensive systems, however, have to 
be worked—that is, the trees must not be 
allowed to grow at will, but their efforts 
must be controlled by pruning and manuring. 
Much spraying, too, is necessary to keep 
pests and diseases away. In other words, the 
trees are growing under the control of man, 
and he must have the time to do the work 
and tls knowledge to do it correctly. The 
nov systems are, therefore, costly of labour, 
and demand knowledge; but they are snitable 
for producing the modern apples in the mini- 
mum period of time. —. 


2.000-YEARS:OLD PALACE. 


The ruins of a palace containing forty large 
rooms and supposed to be 2, years old 
have been discovered in Mexico by the 
Swedish archeologist, Dr. S. Linne. 

This remarkable find was unearthed near 
the celebrated Pyramids of San Juan Teoti- 
huacan. 28 miles north of Mexico City. It 
dates from the Toltec period, and a great 
number of well-preserved specimens of the 
ceramics of that period were found among 
the ruins. 

The archeological expedition of Dr. Linne, 
which works for the mepnoerepp cel Museum 
of Stockholm, has been unusually successful, 
and among its finds are a life-sized stone 
statue of the Sun God Xipe Toltec, found in 
fragments in the earth below the ruins of the 
yalace, and the largest earthenware pot 

itherto found in Mexico. The work of the 
expedition has been greatly facilitated through 
the interest and kindness of the Mexican 
authorities, and the Mexican museums will

MORE CLUBS. 


Over the period since the year 1904 clubs in. 
creased by 7,358. As between 1905 and 1951 
clubs in Wales and Monmouthshire increased 
from 234 to 711. There are 186 in Mon- 
mouthshire and 354. in Glamerganshire. 
During 1930 clubs increased by 409, or 5.19 
per cent. of the previous total in England 
exclusive of Monmouthshire, and by 12, or 
1.72 per cent., in Wales and Monmouthshire. 
The total number of registered clubs is 


947. 

The total number of convictions for 
drunkenness in England and Wales was 
42,343 in the year 1931, as compared with

In England some 57 per cent. of the total 
arrests leading to convictions for drunkenness 
took place ut week-ends, as compared with 60 
per.cent. in Wales. In England CT 
Monmouthshive) the figures for Sunday are 
yer cent., and Monday 12 per cent , while for 
Vales and Monmouthshire, in which there is 
Sunday closing, the corresponding figures 
are: Sunday, 2 per cent. ; and Monday, 15 per 
cent. 

Of the total convictions 83 per cent. relate 
to males, representing 28.73 per 10,000, and 
17 per cent. to females, representing 5.08 per 
10, of the population aged 21 years and 
upwards. The convictions of males during 
1931 were 21.20 per cent. less than in 1950, 
and of females 15,08 per cent. less than m 
1930. The cases of conviction due to the 
drinking of methylated spirit increased by 
22.27 per cent., from 476 (336 males, 140 
females) in the year 1930 to 582 (409 males; 
174 females) in 1931. 

The statistics show that in Rutland thete 
were no convictions, and at Walsall they 
aggregated only 0.30 per 10,000 of the popula- 
tion. Pembroke had the highest average 
among the counties, with 25,58 per 10,000. 
The highest among the big towns was the City 
of London, with an average of 218.26 per
